Many of them began a couple of 
veeks ago to give the Miami Mayor 
a chance of winning over the 
Governor. As the days wore on the 
folks who cast the ballots began 
to make their choice known thro- 
ughout the entire state and High's 
chances brightened. Following 
the close of the polls when the 
first few precincts started to re- 
port, High took the lead and never 
gave it up until “Slick” Burns 
made his concession speech in 
Jacksonville, a 
^ In-Paimt Beagh county where. 
Burns -was top in the first 
primary, Miami's Mayor took over 
and carried the county by more 
than 4600 votes. ` 
Milton Carpenter came within 
an eyelash of winning the Glades 
seat in the state legislature but 
H. Loy Anderson, Jr. of West 
Palm Beach came in the victor 
by a vote of 19,607 to 19,183. 
Carpenter carried the Glades pre- 
cints by'a two to one vote over 
Anderson, but this was not e- 
nough to overcome the east coast 
vote garnered by Anderson.
